” ANTI. CHRISTIAN AGITATION. 


The demonstration and procession ar- 
ranged’ for Christmas Day was a very 
half-hearted affair and had hittle kick to 
it. A. few small boys and girls formed 
into line with drums and flags, one or 
two small contingents from the Labour 
Unions, some cadets and a large body of 
troops made up the entire procession. 
They paraded the tawn’ ooking -bored 
and every now and then giving voice to 
their slogan—‘‘ Down with Christianity."” 


DISORDER AT CHAUCHOWFU. 


While: the anti-Christian agitation on 
Xmas Day cut little ice in, Swatow 
in the big city of Chaochowfu some 
twenty ‘miles away the case has been 
different.. On Xmas Day tha Christ: 
jans . were. lutled intg’ a false sense of 
sccurity, partly by the’ declaration of 
religious neutrality put out by the com- 
mittee’ of ‘the Kuomintang in: ‘Canton, 
partly by speeches on the vexed ques- 
tion of educational authority in which 
the distinction had been clearly and un- 
expectedly drawn between the educational 
and ‘the religious questions. The two 
Christian, congregations met as usual on, 
Christmas Day, and the" churches’ were 
full. The anti-Christians, however, at the 
last moment sprung a surprise by -or-’ 
ganising. speaking bands to go into the 
different quarters of the city and hold 
informal street .mectings. They were 
made up of,about a dozen members each, 
drawn from the students and the military 
organisations. One of these bands went 
to the Presbyterian Church’and began a 
ineeting in the court in front of the 
church and. within, the pretincts of the 
place. It was just time for service, and 
the congregation were already gathered 
in the church: An elder approached one 
of the speakers, who had been followed 
in by a rabble, mainly of children, and 
he seemed inclined to “accede” to the re- 
But the soldier 
members. of ‘the’ band vaciferously refus- 
ed, crying out that it was Chinese pro- 


|perty, and they had a right to be there. 


They continued o mingled abuse and 
speechifying, while. ‘the crowd they had 
brought busied themselves’ in. tearing 
down the ‘Christmas decorations” at the 
gate, and at the “doors of the church. & 
church member, had the. temerity to urge
